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Sec.12-1-1 Park Regulations.
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Purpose and Definition. In order to protect the parks, parkways, recreational facilities and
public conservancy areas within the Town of Taycheedah from injury, damage or
desecration, these regulations are enacted. The term “park,” as hereinafter used in this
Chapter, shall include all grounds, structures and watercourses which are or may be located
within any area dedicated to the public use as a park, parkway, public boat landings, public
lake accesses, recreation facility in the Town of Taycheedah, particularly the E.C.
Kiekhaefer Park and Fisherman’'s Road Public Landing Site.

General Regulations.
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Littering Prohibited. No person shall litter, dump or deposit any rubbish, refuse,
earth or other material in any park, except by placing such material in receptacles
provided for such purpose.

Sound Devices. No person shall operate or play any amplifying system unless
specific authority is first obtained from the Town Board, or its authorized designee.

Bill Posting. No person shall post, paste, fasten, pain or attach any placard, bill,
notice, sign or advertising matter upon any structure, tree or other natural object in
any park, except park regulations and other signs authorized by the Town Board.
Trapping. No person shall trap in any Town park unless specific written authority is
first obtained from the Town Board.

Making of Fires. No person shall start, tend or maintain a fire except in personal
grills or designated fireplaces. Personal grills shall be used only in designated picnic
areas. The use of personal grills is permitted provided lawns and vegetation are not
endangered. Unburned fuel and ashes shall be disposed of in such a manner as to
prevent fire or damage to any park property.

Protection of Park Property. No person shall kill, injure or disturb or attempt to
injure or disturb waterfowl, birds or animals, wild or domestic, within any park. No
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person shall climb any tree or remove flowers or fruit, wild or cultivated, or break, cut
down, trample upon, remove or in any manner injure, deface, write upon or ill use any
tree, shrub, flower, flower bed, turf, soil, sand, fountain, ornament, building, structure,
apparatus, bench, table, official notice, sign or other property within any park.

Illegal Entry. It shall be unlawful for any person to enter in any way any park building,
installation or area after the posted closing time or before the posted opening time, or
contrary to posted notices.

Throwing Stones and Missiles Prohibited. No person shall throw stones or other
missiles in or into any park.

Removal of Park Equipment Prohibited. No person shall remove benches, seats,
tables, or other park equipment from any park, unless authorized by the Town Board or
its designee.

Vending. Vending is prohibited in Town parks unless authorized by the Town Board.
Plant Materials. No unauthorized removal of any plant materials or plants from any
park.

Structures. No temporary or permanent structures are to be erected in a park without
specific approval of the Town Board,

(c) Regulations for E.G. Kiekhaefer Park.
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Hours. Unless otherwise determined by the Town Board, the park shall be closed to all
uses and all persons between the hours of 10:00 p.m. and 6:00 a.m. Central Standard
Time or Central Daylight Time, whichever shall be in effect in the State of Wisconsin,
during the period from April 1 to November 15, inclusive.

Firearms. Hunting or the use or possession of any firearms, bow and arrow, crossbow,
BB or pellet gun or slingshot is prohibited at all times.

Fireworks. The setting or building of any fire, or the use or possession of any
fireworks within the park is prohibited at all times; except on express permission of the
Town Chairperson and under such conditions and restrictions as he shall deem
necessary and proper, and which permission shall be granted only for special group
occasions.

Motor Vehicles, All-Terrain Vehicles and Snowmobiles. The operation of

snowmobiles, motor vehicles, minibikes, trail bikes, all-terrain vehicles or any other
type of self-propelled vehicles, is prohibited within the park, except snowmobiles,
from November 15 to April 1, may be operated only on marked trails and marked open
areas, as determined by local snowmobile clubs, and in the direction only as indicated
by posted signs.
Riding of Horses. Between April 1 and November 15, riding horses between the hours
of sunrise and sunset is permitted on marked bridle paths, as allowed by posted signs.
Horses are not permitted on trails during the spring thaw or during times of wet soil
conditions. Horses are not permitted on snowmobile trails or ski trails when said trails
are snow covered.
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(6) Sledding and Skiing. Sliding, sledding, tobogganing and skiing are prohibited except in
areas marked for such purpose by posted signs, and are expressly prohibited on
snowmobile trails and areas.

(7) Parking. Motor vehicles and trailers are permitted only on roadways and parking areas
marked by posted signs, and parking is prohibited except in designated areas, (d) Regulations
for Rsherman's Road Public Access Site.

(1) Hours. No motor vehicle, camper, tent, trailer or fishing shanty shall be occupied
between the hours of 11:00 p.m. and 5:00 a.m. Central Standard Time or Central
Daylight Time, whichever shall be in effect in the State of Wisconsin, on said road or
on the launching site area, at any time.

(2) Fishing Shanties. The parking of fishing shanties or vehicles or devices used for ice
fishing purposes is permitted only during the period beginning December 1 and
ending ten (10) days after the closing of the sturgeon spearing season as the same is
fixed by the Department of Natural Resources, and only in such areas as are
designated for this purpose.

(3) Off-Road Vehicles. The use of the area for the operation of trail bikes, minibikes,
motorcycles or all-terrain vehicles, except for the purpose of ingress or egress, is
prohibited.

(4) Swimming. There shall be no swimming or bathing within the enclosed harbor.

Sec. 12-1-2 Radio-Control led Model Airplanes Prohibited in
Parks.

No person shall fly a radio-controlled model airplane in any park in the Town of Taycheedah
except in areas specifically designated and posted for such purpose.

Sec.12-1-3 Use of Metal Detectors on Public Property.

Absent authorization by the Town Board, the use of metal detectors and digging for buried
objects on Town property, except beaches where no vegetation is present, is prohibited.

Sec. 12-1-4 Fees and User Regulations.

(@ Fee Schedule. It shall be unlawful for any person to use any Town of Taycheedah park
facility, shelter, land, or recreational area for which a fee or charge has been approved by the
Board without payment of such fee or charge.

(b)  Additional Rules. Rules and regulations may be made from time to time by the Town
Board governing the further use of and enjoyment of Town parks, parkways, playgrounds,
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beaches, boat landings, campgrounds, lakes, streams, and the facilities thereof. Any person who
shall violate such rules or regulations may be excluded from the use of such facility, (c) Permits.
Any person to whom a permit shall have been issued by the Town Board or agent thereof shall
be bound by the provisions of all ordinances and rules of the Town of Taycheedah as fully as
though the laws were inserted in each permit.

Sec. 12-1-5 Public Utilities and Private Construction.

(@  Public Utilities — Location. The location of all sewers and receivers, gas pipes, water
pipes, stopcock boxes, hydrants, lamp posts, telegraph, telephone and electric power posts
and lines, manholes, conduits, and pumps within any Town park or parkway shall be
subject to the jurisdiction and control of the Town Board, and their construction, repair or
relocation shall be undertaken only after written permission is received from the Town
Board.

(b) Private Construction.

@ No curb, whether stone, concrete, or asphalt, shall be cut for the purpose of
constructing a private driveway across any parkway border, nor for any other purpose,
without the written permission of the Town Board.

(2) The location, width, grade, and construction of all paths, driveways, and roadways
across any sidewalk bordering along any parkway shall be subject to the approval of
the Town Board and constructed only after written permission is obtained from the
Town Board.
